As a result of the congressional 
caucuses the committee on resolu 
tlons repertt d f. r a reatllrniatidn ol 
the Cedar Ua|.i<ls tariff trtisl planli in 
the platform, which reads; "Tliat w 
assert the sovereignty of the people 
over all corporations and aggrega- 
tions of caidta! and the ri^ht residing 
Id the people to enforce such r( sula 
tlcDB, restrictions or prohiliitions up 
on corporate management as will pro- 
tect the Individual and society from 
aliise ( f the power which great com 
binations of capital wield. We favor 
aaeta amendment to the Interstate 
commerce act as will more fully car 
ry out its prohibition of dlscrimlna 
tlon in rate mal<iii!; and any modlflca 
tioD of the tariff schedules that may 
be required to prevent their affording 
■belter to monopolies." 

When the convention got down to 
work the following were renominated 
without opposition for second terms: 
Secretary of state, W. H. .Martin, of 
Adair; treasurer of slate, G. K. Gil 
bertson, of Winnebago: attorney gen 
eral.

ENGLISH G >VERNMENT 

withdraws All C laim to Sovereignty 
t4> Certain Inlandf). 

New Orleans, July 31.— The steam- 
or OoBdor. which arrived here from 
Puerto Rico, HundurM. brings the 
news that the British government has 
withdrawn all rlr.im to sovereipnity 
over the Bay islands of Utilla. Ruatan 
Bonaco, or Ouanja. Felna and Barba- 
rat, and «i0^owl«dgod that thegr be- 
long to the republic of Hunduras. 

Great Britain's formal acknowledge- 
ment was carried to the islands by 
the cruiser Psyche, which sailed fiom 
Havana under sealed orders on July 
17. The British resident's at Raptan 
were assembled and a proclama- 
tion was read to them hy the captain 
of the Psyche declaring luat under 
treaties made between Great Britain 
and the United States in 1850 and 
with Honduras In ISf.O, his majesty's 
government c<iuld no lonser rej:ard 
them as Kritish possession and would 
henceforth withdraw all exercised 
jurisdiction of claim to the allegiance 
of the natives. The population of the 
islands is almost exclusively of Brit- 
ish oriKin, ccjminj; from .lamaicJT, but 
there are some Americans from the 
western states who have reeeatly 
come in. English is the onVy lan- 
guage spoken. The islands do a large 
fruit trade, mainly witli Xew Orleans. 
The United States government is the 
only one having a consul in the 
islanda. 



Flood In Texas. 
Dallas, Tex., July 81.— The flood sit- 
uation was nowhere Improved in 
southern Texas, while in many plact^s 
it was worse and the ana cf d< sii ,ie- 
tion greater. One life was lost in 
the flood during the day. San Marcos 
experienced the most destructive 
flood ever known here. The water 
went three feet higher than the 
record In the great flood of six years 
ago. Tho property losses there will 
amount to thousands of dollars. At 
Uplands. O. Smith, a blacksmith, was 
drowned in Plum rreek. That stream 
is a mile wide at Lockhart. Advices 
from Cameron say that hundreds of 
acres of fine cotton are under the wa- 
ter from the overflow of the Brazos 
and Little river and their tributarii s. 
Fifteen inches of rain has fallen at 
Palestine In three days caiislng sever- 
al washouts on the International and 
Great Northern road. 



Two VJctlms of Fire. 

Des Moines, la.. July 31. — Firemen 
found one man dead and another dy- 
ing in the Ston- r Wall Pap* r com- 
pany's building in South Des Moines 
while trying to put out a flre which 
destroyed $60,000 worth of property. 
The dead man's name Is David Watt, 
night watchman for the Stont r Wall 
Paper company. The dyinj; man's 
name is I. I'. Miller, nii-'ht guard for 
the Longshore mills, it is believed 
that the two men secured a quantity 
of liquor, repaired to th( office of lue 
wall paper company and after drink- 
ing the liquor went to sleep. In some 
manner the building was set on flre 
and before the firemen could reach 
the factory the flames had gained such 
headway that it was impossible to 
save much stock and machinery. 

A Fatal Wreck. 
Elm Grove, Wis., July 31.— In a col- 
lision here between a passenger train 
from Waukesha and a freight train, 
Dennis McConnell, the engineer of 
the passenger train, was instantly 
killed, and the fireman, Thomas 
Chamberlain, badly Injured. Several 
passengora of the Waukesha train 
were more or less bruised, although 
none sustained injuries that are c(jn- 
Bidered serious. The accident was 
caused by the freight falling to take 
the siding here. Engineer Connell 
reversed his lever and applied the 
alrbrako but too lata to avoid tho 
crash.

Lake *>n[>erior, the jfencra! course of the 
movement being marlted by the con- 
struction of deleiiaive earth works, etc., 
which have been attributed to "a hypoth- 
etical people termed Mound Builders." 
In later epochs there were frequent in- 
flaxee of people from Asia by way of 
Bering etratt, distribnting themselves 
over the continent and occupying the 
most attractive uplands— "notably the 
region aonth of the lakes, aa is made 
evident by the abandoned co^jijer mines 
of Lake Superior and the many mounds 
and defanaive earth-worka in Ohio and 
conticnouB territory." Coronado in 1540 
found populous communities in New 
Mexico and Arizona. Driven by the 
Spaniards into Eastern Colorado, they 
established thrifty settlements as shep- 
herds and agriculturiets, some of which 
remain to thia day and are known as 
"pueblos." 

The?.c |)Ueblo Indians carried their ex- 
ploratory migrations far into the wilder- 
nesses of the East, where they came in 
coll it i 111 with "e^dentary forest tribes," 
and the resulting struggle for territorial 
poasession "accounta in large part for the 
sugjtestive zone of mounds which i x'endl 
from the Gulf of Mexico to Lake Supe- 
rior." Oataide of tbia sone of ten meri- 
dians there are no fik Ii woriis east of the 
RioGratide. For ;).'iO years thia territorial 
•trip was disputed ground, the principal 
■eat of the struggle being in Ohio "where 
there is every evidence of pitched battles 
in front of long entree* hments." There 
are mounds innumerable -burial mounds, 
sacrificial mounds, signal mounds and 
•animal mounds for ornamental purposes 
—the laat "copied from Aztec and Tol tec- 
gardens, * * aa we copy patterns from 
the old world." 

The "advanced" school of ethnologists 
—whose sole function ia to reverse ac- 
cepted decisions — will probably stand 
aghsiitat theconcluHions in Mr. tiallock's 
paper. Tbia school of writers is in a per- 
petual attitude of antagonism to theories 
that ascribe a higher position in the scale 
of civilisation to the Moand Baildar than 
to his territorial aucceasor— the common 
red Indian of historic times. But, after 
all, that is the best theory which gives 
the most consistent and satisfactory ex- 
planation of the facta. Pertinacious in-
